Full Demonstratíoo of the Political Char­ 
acter of the American Vehmegerichte. 


SpeeekM 8f Omiusel ter tbe Proeeontion and Da* 
tenee-Important Argument of Mr. Reverdr 
Johnion-Aii ImparÜal Cbarge-Verdiot 
of Onilty Agalnat the Defendants.

teresting. 
And even tho most soepiical are IB* 
peded to the adm lssioa m at tinoe m e reign of terror 
Inaognrated by me SpauUU Inquisition and tuetr 
terrible mysierlous agents the cehmtgerichte, never 
has there been a more complete or more cruel and 
reiantDss organization than that of the Ku KInx 
Kian. 
Tbe eflorts of m e distinguished counset for 
m e defence, Messrs. Johuaoa and Biansberry, to 
eotablun ajuaUflcation for the “ Brotherhood” on 
me plea of acir-preservation rendered necessary by 
the lawlessness ot the arm ed colored m illila. have 
been completely overborne by 
tbe 
fact 
that 
Ku Klnx confederacy waa in existenoa at 
least two years prior to me enrolm ent oC the imii- 
ua. The Ku Klux commenoed operations ia 1868* 
The m iutla were called ont and armed m 1870. 
The 
political purpose of tbe Klan has been ln<lubltablr 
shown. Nor can there M tbe shadow of a dwabt 
th at whatever ol lawlessness may be charged to the 
mllltlia, yet m at lawlessness was but the expression 
of an IrrltaUon created by tne raids and m erciless 
proceedings of the Klan. 
It la charged by tbe Klan 
and urged by tbe detenoe tnat tM execution of Jim 
Williams, alias Rainey, the colored eap U in ut miu* 
tla, in which the .prisoner Robert Haves Mitchell, 
aosf on trial, parttcipaied, was resolved npon In 
conseqaence of certain tbreats altered by thdi de­ 
ceased. It appears from tbe evtdenoe. however, nor 
has it been lost sight of by tbe prosecution, th at 
these threats of Williams were draw n from him by 
tbe treatm ent experienced at the hands of the Klan 
by the people of his race. 
“If,” said he, 'th e s e 
raids oontlune and my people are whipped, m uu- 
lated and outraged, 1 wiu oall out my company and 
retaliate by kUllng anu alsylbg ‘Irom tha oradlo 
up.’ ” In hla address to ihejury to-day Mr. Johnson 
could not refrain from expressing his abhorrence of 
the deeds which nave been com m ltled by the Klan.

intelligence which has superseded the Ignor- ’ 
anee of departed ages. Hence we gladly turn 
from the ttmnders of Sinai to the Sermoo on 
the Mount, and from the majesty of Jehovah 
to the simplfcfty of Jesns. 
Without fJUowing the fortunes of Chrlslfanlty 
through all its eventful epochs we may resoark 
that tbongh its march has been attended with 
wonderful vicissitndes, and has been tempe- 
rarUy impeded at various Intervals, Its career 
has been one of progress from Us foundation to 
the present period. 
The history of the Church 
is the most remarkaUe in human annals. 
Jttdaism had fionrished nod failed, the cinilBa-

Though it has 
passed through seas of blood, the system of 
salvation bom with the Babe of Bethlehem has 
survived all the shocks of ignorance and hea- 
tbeolsm, and b dtoUned not only to make the 
world synonymons with Christendom, but to 
mnke the true spirit of Christianity the guld* 
ing principle of every individual. 
Christianity b love, and love is the most 
potent power in all the nniverse. The mbsioa 
of the Messiah was not so muoh to found a 
Church or sect as to establish and exemplify 
Immortal priuelples. Glory to God In the high* 
est, and on earth peace aad good will toward 
men, b the ama and inbstaaoe oí the Christian 
system.

Be oa»e to show the sympatiiy 
existing between the Creator and H b crsa- 
tiiree; to elevato hamaaity by preaeoUag ia 
H b person % Óvlag example of what hnmanity 
might be, and tq point ont the way to a glori­ 
ous iaunortalUy.

have an abiding faith in lbs divinity of 
humanity, and none in the “ loUl depravity" 
that b |ir«ached from some orthodox pulpits. 
We cannot associate the goodness of God and 
the immortality Of msakfnd with the idea

AMuredly e very 


buiuan soul will sooner or later receive bs 
full measure of happiness according to Its 
oapsoilies. 
And to show 
how these may 
be increased by the cultivation of onr moral 
faculties was one ol the objects embraced in 
the mission of Jesus. 
This could not be better 
accomplished than by showing os an example 
that we could understand and attempt to imi­ 
tate. 
It b this union of the divine with the 
human so perfectly presented before ns in the 
person of Jesus that has led, and b leading, 
the heart of humanity to appreciate and oherbb 
His character and tesobings.

The draft of a new charter for tho city of 
New York, pabibhed in the U x b a l d to-day, 
b toe resuU of tho deliberations of the sub- 
eomiDittoo of toe OoumlUee of Seventy • and 
wbUe it b yet inoompfete, the gronndwork b 
siifllciontly set forth to show the character of 
the refonus it pvoposas. 
It oerUdaly contains 
some very exceUent points. 
Its underlying 
prmclple b. to secare to tho political minority 
in 
the 
city a suhstantUl 
representation 
in the govemmsnt. 
To tob end large 
and oontrolling power la vested to the 
Board 
of 
Aldermen, 
while 
the Mayer 
baa few save expcutive fonctlons to perform. 
The number of Aldermen b fixed at forty.five, 
nine of whom are to be elected in eaob Senate 
dbtrict of (be city. 
Every elector has the 
privilege of voting nine Aldermanio ballots, 
each containing one name, and be can vffle for 
the same eandldate nine times, or distribute 
hb votes in such proportion as be may choose. 
This, of conrse, readers certain tho election of 
a good share of the candidates of the minority 
party 
in 
each 
Senate 
district. 
Fol­ 
lowing 
out the same 
principle in 
the 
various 
branches 
of 
the 
government, 
aU the important 
depurlmento—those of 
Public Works, Public Parks, Docks, Pobllc 
Charities and Corrections and Finance—ave 
pboed under the control of five Commission­ 
ers, one of whom is to be appointed by the 
Mayor, while the other four are to be ebeted 
by the Board of Aldermsa. 
In such election 
each member of the Board is entitled to cast 
four open ballots, containing each one name, 
and an Alderman may cast bis four ballots for 
one candidate or may dUtribute them in 
suefa proportion as be may choose. 
This 
again enables the mfoority of toe Board 
of Aldermen to make certain of electing at 
least one candidate in each of the above 
departments, and thns aecures the representa­ 
tion of the minority party in the city through­ 
out the whole munioipal government. 
While 
onr experience in New York has not tangbt us 
to pUoe muoh reliauoe in the honesty of those 
republican politicians who have managed to 
obtain a recognition under democratic city 
admiQistraUouF, U Is, nevertheless, a healthy 
principle to secare sn opposition representatfon 
in all the city departments as well as in toe 
Board of Aldermen. 
The power of the DepaHment of Pabilo 
Works b greatly increased; among otoer 
things, Uking In the duties of the present 
Department of BniMtogs, of (be Department 
of Parks, eo for as regards boulevards, strsets 
and avenues above Central Paik, and prob­ 
ably of etreet cleaniug. 
In toe Department 
of Fiaanee tbo member appointed 
by the 
Mayor b to be ComptroUer of the City and 
County Treasurer, while the four mentoers 
appototod by the Board of Aldermen aru 
to be called Commtasloners of the OHy 
Treasury. The oOce of City Chamberlain b to 
be aboliabed. As a m a tie ^ 
all too 
present ofBoe-bolders are J^ ^ ^ rg islated ont 
of office ; even ComplrollerWfcen will not be 
spared, but wiU have to take liis cbauoe of re- 
appototment by the Mayor, who is to be elected 
next April, or of election to the Finance De­ 
partment by the Board of Aldermen to be 
chosen at the same time. 
The Mayor and 
Aldoroien are to be elected for a single year’s 
term, snd In the latter b to rest the whole 
Ipgislatlve power. 
No money whatever can 
be raised for an/ deuarlneul of the munioipal 


government except (hroogh the Boavd of 
Aldermen, and the most strinzent mles are 
drawn to protect the fonds and credit of the 
city even from that body. 
The powers of 
removal of beads of departmento are some­ 
what lees simple and direct than they should 
be, but the Mayor b to be removable by the 
Governor for cause in the manner provided by 
law in toe cases of aheriifs and county clerks. 
On one point toe Committee of Seventy 
make, we believe, a great blunder. 
They 
adopt the principle, first advocated by the 
Hekald, of 
requiring publioation of 
all 
amoHab expended, contracto made, resolu­ 
tions and ordinances passed, Ac., by every 
public department at short, stated periods; 
but they defeat (be whole object of the reform 
by establiBhiag another edition of the Tran­ 
script ¡ob, under the name of The City Record, 
in wUoh these pablications are to be made. 
Thb probably may be designed to save the 
city the 
expense of 
newspaper 
adver- 
tisfng, 
but 
it b a “penny 
wise 
and 
pound foolbh” policy. 
No parson cares to 
look in any such sheet for city doings, and 
not one elttien ont of eveiy ten thousand 
would ever see a copy of the Record. 
“Pub­ 
licity" b the only object of requiring these 
detailed etalements of (heir operations from 
the departments, and thb cannot be secured 
by printing them ia a Job oonoem such as 
the Jhanseript was, end such as it b proposed 
toe Record shall be. 
The people desire to 
see what theb public officers are doing. 
They know that bad the policy of pabUebing 
weekly statements of all bilb paid, contráete 
made and liabilities incurred, prevailed during 
the rule of the Tammany Ring, no such frauds 
as have been perpetrated against the city 
would have been practicable. Our citizens will 
not begrndge (he money expended in laying 
before them the information they desire, and 
no parsimonious Idea of saving a few dollars 
sbonld prevent thb most valuable feature of 
publicity from being fully engrafted on any 
new charter that may be enacted. 
Whatever 
amount might be used in the publication of 
The City Record would bo thrown away, and 
the people have bad sufficient experience in 
the Transcript swindle not to desire to see the 
exppriment revived. 
Wo shall have more to 
say of the committee’s proposed charter here- 
after, but the blunder of this proposition is so 
self-evident that we do not suppose there will 
be any attempt to adhere to it. 
Of course the 
rough draft now published has yet to be re­ 
vised and completed, and there will come 
the 
question of 
its 
acceptance by the 
Legblature. 
As it b not as much as 
it 
might 
be 
in 
the interests of 
the 
republican majority at Albany, we do not 
think its rejection at aU improbable. 
The 
Legblature will, no doubt, have views of Its 
own to carry out in connection with oqr fotare 
municipal goverameat.

Aod such has been the progress of Cbrbtfan- 
Uy In these latter days that not only torougb- 
ont Chrbtoadoa, bat in heathendom abo, b 
thb marvellona event celebrated oa thb 25th 
day of December. 
The subject and the occa­ 
sion are such ae to invito speOulation, and 
some of the pulpit preachers yesterday In- 
dulged a little therein. 
The Rev. Dr. Foss, 
in Si. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal church, while 
introducing hb andienee to the manger-oradle 
of Bethlehem and its Divine ooonpaat, and 
dwelling on toe object of the Saviour's mlsalon, 
gave them also some historie feets and speoula- 
tions regardtag the magii, whom he considered 
to be Prrsfon astronomers, chosen by God to 
receive thb anaoaucement, because (he Persian 
religion was tfaen the least bapar^ they be- 
lieving in and worcbipptng one God, the 
Creator of all things, 
’ñ e ancient fire wor­ 
ship the Doctor considered was derived from 
Moses’ interview with God in the buruing bush, 
which was well known to the ancient heathen. 
The fire was taken as the best expreerion of 
the Deity, and thus the unseen God was wor­ 
shipped. 
Because of the fulness and freeness 
of the salvation provided in the Gospel and by 
the life and death of Chrbt Dr. Foss had good 
hopes to see Socrates and other heathen phi­ 
losophers in heaven. 
And so have we. And 
many that are first shall be last, and tlie last 
shall be first there, notwithstanding our theo­ 
logical notions and dogmas.

Cuba mid the Spanish Volunteers—Disarming 


Ilic Idittrr-Not S'racliraJUlo at Present. 


In the letter of Tlce Consul General Hall to the 


Department of State, recently published, it was 
stated, in regard to tho arrest and execution of the 
students at Havana, that "throughout the whole 
adair the government displayed us utter helpless- 
ness Hi dealing wltnaueh emergencies, and that the 
regular torce at its command was Insignificant, 
v.hJie that of the volunteers was large, readily con- 
centrated, aud. as in this instance, when nearly 
unaniajous in purooge, overpowering." 


Jt waa recently baia here in diplomatic circles that 
Spam contemplated tae suj.pression ol the volun- 
teers in order as well to put an ena to their enormi- 
ties as to injure administration solely by the Span- 
ish regular troops, and. besides, it, was renreaented 
that the volunteers were comparatively few in 
numbers ami must yield to superior authority. But 
this was merely the repetition of iormer statements. 
Asiar back as September 23,1S69, Assistant Secre. 
tary Davis iiduiessed a contidential letter to Mr. 
Piumb, ai tnai time Consul General at Havana, say- 
in2 that information had been received from Mad- 
rid that measuies had already been taKen there 
to disarm tn • volunteers In Cuba simultaneously 
with a proposed cessation or hostilities, and ihat 
severe and positive orders had been given to stop 
the scandalous execu'ion or canuves and UKB cruel- 
ties. Ii being o! areat importance taat the Depart- 
ment ol State should Kno.v at an early date how tjr 
tne news trom Madrid could be depended on, Mr. 
Ilumb was instrucied to ascertain, in a cautious 
way, 
wuettier tne puroose was or could be carried 
oni. In October o: that vear Mr. Plnmb, alter care- 
lui incjniry, hau no hesitation in saying tnat what- 
ever mav be the desire that to some extent may 
naturally be entertained by tiie exisang govern- 
ment of bpaia in that rpgard, the execution of such 
a measure was at that time impracticable, and 
was, 
he thouuht, so regarded by all the repreeenta- 
tivea tnere oi bpanlan authority. That organization 
appeared to be a. permanent power m the island 
and had to be 
taken 
into account in any 
political caJculniions reaardiug it. That orjraaiza- 
tion numbered, probaolv, lony thousand men. well 
organized, armed and e pupped, ana considerably 
accustomed to the eserclse orarnw. Tney held all 
tne poris ana all the towus, and they had a stake 
and interest to deiend, for they were residents 
ttisre. Tney we-e connected with toe commeice 
and ladusiry 0! tne island, ami they espeaed and 
desired to remain tpere. 'Ihey were not govern- 
ment employes. Their officers were generally men 
01 some position and wealth, as were also very 
many ia the raaKS. They nad no Idea or submitting 
to or being ruled by tne Cuban portion or the popu- 
lation, it mient be aouated whetner ail tae Cubans 
in arms witnm tne island number hail as many, 
nor had they the means, -the organization or tlie 
arms nf the volunteers. 
Mr. Plumb added:— 
"1'he entire government force that will be here, 
BRonld all tne piomised remiorcemenM arrive, will 
not be equal in numbers to the volumeers, and tiie 
former will soon iraternize with the latter. The 
attempt to disarm them, therefore, might inaugu- 
rate another civil war. The goreratneut In Spam 
must rely elifier upon the Cubans or upon the bpan- 
ish residents, it is hardly probable it would now 
leave the latter to nnlte with tne tormer." Tinder 
more aberal institutions, alter the rebellion sha;i 
have been pat dOirn, it is believed that both may be 
united. Cnder taese circumstances I-do not well 
see now tne design referred to can be entertained 
by the government ol Madrid, except as a desired 
aud remote po.sib!lity, and that to Hie captain 
General here it must be irksome to leel mat ne has 
constantly to defer or hold in account tne prejudices 
and sue power ol the volunteers, .esoscially as 
affects his action in remoter points and the interior 
of the laiaati.
